The University of Victoria has received a 
$12,000 Federal Health and Welfare grant 
to continue the Shape-Up program, direct¬ 
ed by Dr. John Eckerson, physical educa¬ 
tion. 

The program was begun during the sum¬ 
mer when campus personnel underwent a 
wide range of physical fitness tests. Similar 
tests were also made in a test run at 
Kelowna. 

Dr. Martin Collis, physical education, 
and a participant in carrying out the pro¬ 
gram, says the grant will finance a year long 
study aimed at further fitness testing, de¬ 
velopment of an effective exercise pro¬ 
gram, and diagnosis of abnormalities which 
appear on the electrocardiogram. Where 
signs of heart disease are indicated, per¬ 
sonnel tested will be referred to their own 
physicians. 

Dr. Collis says the study will stress, 
primarily, suitable exercise and health 
practices to prevent development of heart 
disease. 

Ways and means of carrying out this 
diagnostic and exercise program under 


para-medical supervision, but with medical 
direction, will be studied. 

Use of a mobile clinic, such as that 
which went to Kelowna last summer will 
be observed, with the objective of having 
such a unit visit small communities and 
remote areas of the province. 

"We aim to do for the heart what chest 
X-ray does for the lungs," Dr. Collis says. 

The overall objective of the Shape-Up 
program and this follow-up study is, to 
develop and further preventative rather 
than curative programs. 

Re-testing begins at Kelowna next week 
and will be done in Victoria in February or 
March. 

Dr. Charles Rich, Victoria cardiologist, 
is working with the campus team which 
includes Dr. Eckerson, Dr. Collis, Dr. John 
Hayward, Biology; Dr. John Peterson, 
directorof student health,andgraduatestu¬ 
dents, Ross McKay and Paul Thomas, 
Biology.

This anthology, the latest collection from 
the pen of Canada's talented poet, 
Dorothy Livesay, is now on sale at the 
campus and Victoria bookstores. 

Miss Livesay, long rated as one of Cana¬ 
da's finest poets, is presently visiting lec¬ 
turer in the Department of English. 

This new collection is drawn from her 
11 previously published volumes and un¬ 
published works, and represents the larg¬ 
est, most definitive and complete source of 
Miss Livesay's work ever printed. One re¬ 
viewer says "the poems, spanning almost 
50 years, create a rare psychic autobiogra¬ 
phy," characterized by idealism, passion, 
love of nature and life. 

Of her own work. Miss Livesay says "All 
the people I have known intimately, loving 
and hating are here. They have acted as 
catalysts. But there seems to be another 
source of poetry, quite outside one's con¬ 
scious experience ... What happens is that 
one is taken over by other voices." 

The poet was twice wi nner of the Gover¬ 
nor General's award for poetry, and re¬ 
cipient of the Royal Society of Canada 
Lome Pierce medal for her contribution to 
literature. She was born in Winnipeg, raised 
in Toronto, and educated at the Universi¬ 


ties of Toronto, British Columbia and the 
Sorbonne. In private life she is Mrs. D.C. 
Macnair and resides in Victoria.
